The first two months of legalized 
government control of liquor sales 
in Manitoba showed an increase of 40 
per cent of drunkenness and 155 per 
cent in arrests for drunk and disor- 
derly, In Calgary, drunkenness in- 
creased 52 per cent and in Regina 127 
per cent. The Toronto Star of Aug- 
ust 12th reports arrests for drunken- 
ness for June, 1927, showed a 25 per 
cent increase over such arrests for 
both June and July, 1926. Besides 
there was an increase of 42 per cent 
in arrests for disorderly conduct, of 
25 per cent for driving while drunk. 
And automobile accidents increased 
nearly 50 per cent... . This is the 
way Canada’s new law is “solving the 
liquor problem,” as the wets express

EVICTIONS ARE 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Over One Thousand Miners and Their 
Families Must Vacate Homes in 
Ten Days, Tribunal Declares. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa.—Again the 
courts have added to the suffering of 
the heroic miners on strike in this 
big district. 

The superior court, deciding on an 
appeal in the eviction cases, has just 
upheld the lower court in ordering 
the striking mine workers out of com- 
pany owned homes occupied by the 
miners on leases. The decisions af- 
fects 1,253 families or a total number 
of 6,500 persons, 

The superior court ruling sustains 
the de¢ision of the lower courts and 
requires our people to vacate company 
houses in ten days, 

The injunction of Federal Judge 
Schoonmaker prevents the United 
Mine Workers or any surety company 
from giving appeal bonds to validate 
an appeal from the decision of the 
superior court to the State Supreme 
Court. In the meantime the Mine 
Workers’ attorneys are endeavoring 
to secure an extension of time suf- 
ficiently long to enable our organiza- 
tion to provide shelter for our people 
before evictions take place.
